The Germans took control and 
moved all the healthy, vigorous youth 
to work in the munitions factories in 
in Germany. She, and thousands more, 
worked long hours for poor pay and 
little, if any, poorer food. The British 
bombed them daily. She was in the 
American zone after the war and had 
a chance to come to Canada,

Your Government

The rules which govern parliamen- 
tary debate are many and complicated 
and the Alberta legislature has follow- 
ed no particular set of rules up to now. 
However, that will be changed this 
year as a special committee will re- 
view parliamentary procedure and try 
to build up a general plan to cover 
Alberta's needs. 

The committee was agreed to after 
a rather sharp debate in the house 
over the question of whether the Hon. 
Peter Dawson, speaker of the house, 
should attend the caucus of the Social 
Credit Party. 
is the man 
who decides what is in order and what 
is not, and his ruling is final. The 
party caucus is when the government 
members meet in private (twice a 
week) to discuss legislative and party 
strategy. Mr. Dawson, of course, is a 
privately elected member representing 
the constituency of Little Bow and as 
a private member he attends caucus. 
the Liberals objected to this 
and suggested that it be ruled that the 
speaker should not attend a party 
caucus, They argued that the federal 
speaker in Ottawa did not attend the 
Liberal caucus and that no Alberta 
speaker had attended caucus until the 
Social Credit government was elected 
in 1935. 

Liberal Leader, J. Harper Prowse, 
said it was not a question of challeng- 
ing Mr. Dawson's actions as speaker. 
It a matter of principle and it 
would be most unfortunate if the im- 
pression was given that the speaker 
tended to favor his own party, which 
impression might be gained from the 
speaker's attendance at caucus. To Mr. 
Prowse it was the same as if a hockey 
referee spent the rest periods in one 
team’s dressing room. He might not 
but the other team could 
hardly be blamed tor wondering.

They contended it should have, so the 
matter of argument could be refered 
to some specific authority rather than 
the speaker's interpretation, The gov- 
ernment agreed to this and while the 
Liberal argument was rejected, the 
CCF proposal was passed.
